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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Doug Price on 1/18/05. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1, Iine7, after "to" insert, -pull at least that region of the heart in a 
direction relatively toward the distal wall and thereby-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 and 14-37 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claimed features of: (a) pulling at least a region of the heart to decompress 
the heart, (b) the heart compressing wall and the distal wall of a main body being of 
materials with different degrees of stiffness, the distal wall including a reinforcing 
material therein to provide for a greater degree of stiffness relative to the heart 
compressing wall, and (c) at least a portion of the heart compressing wall including a 
biointegratable material surface which facilitates the ingrowth of viscularised cellular 
tissue elements into the wall, the ingrowth of tissue into the heart compressing surface 
serving to affix the heart compressing wall of the main body to the heart as claimed are 
not taught nor suggested by the prior art of record.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Zadini et al '364 discloses a cardiac pump with an expandable balloon 105 which 
is capable of compressing the heart and decompressing the heart. There lacks a 
teaching or suggestion an it does not appear obvious to modify the device of Zadini et al 
to pull the heart tissue to decompress the heart.
